THE MISSISSIPPI ROUTE, 

How forte TTnoasiaeco at ths Success 
of its Wow Rival, 

Buffalo, May 23. — An evening pa- 
per publishes the following New York 
despatch: — To-day's //croWsays: "The 
statement that a single tow of barges 
rn route from St. Louis to New OrleaiiB 
carries ten thousand tons of grain will 
disgust trunk road managers, but it 
will affect in a greater degree the busi- 
ness men of New York. For while 
the railroad magnates can recoup them- 
selves by speculation in their own se- 
curities,, tho man of business makes 
money only by legitimate barter and 
sale. When it is understood abroad 
that immense quantities of grain are re- 
moving to New Orleans there will be 
no lack of steamers and sailing vessels 
to carry cargoes to Europe, and as 
wheat can be placed on the levee at 
New Orleans at half the transportation 
charges that would await it if it came 
to New York by rail, the Crescent City 
can snap its lingers at New York's 
taunts until our canal facilities are so 
enlarged that inland transportation is 
equal to the greatest possible demand.'' 

■WildRiCO, 

At a recent meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences, Sun Francisco, Capt. It. W. 
Simpson made nn interesting statement 
detailing his efforts to acclimatize the 
Zizania aquutica, or wild rice, which 
grows so plentifully in some ponds, lakes, 
and rivers of Canada, extending north to 
Mackenzie River, nearly to within tho 
Arctic circle. It grows annually from 
seed, and induces the presence of enor- 
mous Docks of wild fowl in the autumn, 
who visit these rich lakes and extensivo beds 
for food. At Luke Erie it grows in water 
six to eight feet deep, and millions of red 
birds, as well as ducks and other water 
fowl, resort there, and afford very fino 
shooting. Sportsmen's clubs Fast aro 
' taking means to extend its growth, as it 
attracts game of all kinds. In Rico Lake, 
where it grows politically, it lias been 
cut before seed time by manufacturers, 
who find its fiber, taken from under the 
surface of the water to a depth of six or 
seven feet, to bo very valuable. It af- 
fords the strongest kind of fiber known 
for making bank note parchment paper. 
The Canadian Government are now try- 
ing to cultivate and stimulate its growth 
all over the inland waters of the Domin- 
ion. Two friends of Capt. Simpson have 
each sown thirty bushels of this rico seed, 
in Wales' Pond, Maine, and lie desires 
to call attention to it, as an element like- 
ly to prove very useful in improving tho 
shooting in our State, and as such capa- 
ble of contributing largely to increase our 
food nuppiy. Different varieties of it aro 
known, but they all belong to one singlo 
species, varying according to climate and 
location. Capt. Simpson had tried to 
make it grow in Oregon and California, 
but had failed. Ho now learned that the 
seed needed first to be soaked in hike- 
warm water.

THE FRENCH DERBY. 

SEEN'3 "'FOZEALL" OAftEIES OPE 
THE PRIZE. 

GREAT REJOICING AMONG THE 
AMERIOANS. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Juno 13. — James Keene's 
winning of tbc Grand Prize to day 
added to Pierre Lorillard's winniug of 
the Derby tea days ago has oontribuuid 
to make tha Americans hero to uw n 
horsy uhrase, "feel their oats" tu a 
surprising degree, and they aro in high 
stato of enthusiasm at all resorts v hero 
it ia their wont to congregate. Especi- 
ally aro they exuberant of good feeling 
at the Grand Hotel which iB crowded 
with Yankees. The numerous cafes 
on Champs Elyseea are taking advan- 
tage of the excitement. Tuey are 
handsomely decorated with American 
colors and enthusiastic French men aro 
declaring their satisfaction at tho result 
and shrieking for Foshall as freely as 
Americans themselves. Nor aro they 
much to blame for the Onish between 
Foxhall and Tristan was the grandest 
scene for years, its Fordham on the Am- 
erican and Archer on the English bred 
Tristan rode as if for their lives and 
the American just won by a head. Tho 
day as a whole was a very pleasant one, 
cloudy but not too warm. The audi- 
ence at Loncchamps was simply enor- 
mous. The railway companies, which 
give half the added money, were put to 
the severest test to transport the crowd 
while even the boats on tho line were 
over loaded. The grand spectacle was 
the road, the show of equipages being 
decidedly superior to any exhibition 
seen since the last year of the Empire. 
A:j to the new toilets shown they wore 
too supurb for profane hands to meddle 
with, though I may record tho fact that 
many new colors and combinations of 
colors were shown to dav for the first 
time. Among these were several that 
clearly showed the preference of the 
wearyrs as the result of the race. 
Each lady on one day wore white 
with blue, spots in the sun umbrellas of 
the same. Tim custom inaugurated some 
years ago of giving race breakfasts was 
also largely followed and the different 
chateaus in and around the Boisdo Bo- 
logne were all engaged by parties which 
as usual on such occasions paid bia 
prices for poor faro and worse service. 
The scene at the course, however, will 
long he remembered by those present, 
certainly by those Americans who had 
not heet, present at a similarrace before. 
The scene that followed the race wasone 
of tho wildest ever seen at Longchamps 
and in an instant dozens of American 
flags were product, some of the four 
in-hands being literally covered with 
them. On the truck the crowd was so 
dense that it was almost impossible for 
Fordham aud Archer to get back to the 
scales, and it .vas only finally accom 
plishod bv i no aid of a large police 
force. Fordham, who i3 well known 
to the Parisians, was stormed with 
congratulations for his masterly riding. 
Tristan, ridden by Archer, must have 
beaten Foxhall had he not beeu a won- 
derful colt. Lie made the running 
from the start. Immediately after the 
race the crowd gradually dissolved and 
the procession bu.ck to the city was 
much enjoyed by both lookers on and 
participants. 

it is uucierstood that Foxhall will be 
sent back to England early to morrow 
and go direct to Ascot, where, it is ex- 
pected, he will meet Iriquoia for tho 
Sana Memorial over the new mile at 
even weighls, 116 pounds each, while 
should Robert the Devil start in the 
same race he will have to carry 132 
pounds. Tristan, who will also be sent 
to Ascot, will be in receipt of ten 
pounda each from Foxhall and Iriquoia. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, June 12. — Fifteen thousand 
people assembled to day in Mill street, 
but made no attempt to hold a meet- 
ing. A large force of military ai d po- 
lice were drafted for service in town. 
Tho people formed a procession and 
marched through the streets with bands 
playing and banners dying. There was 
no speaking except by Foster, who ad- 
vised the people to quit town quietly. 

The Bishop of Ross, addressing his 
congregation, strongly depreciated the 
report of violence.

Monday, Judo tU. 

Reynolds iw. Job Batcholor, Eli IJarii- 
-(in, benior, and others. — Thia was an 
issue of fact as to the mental compotonco 
of the plaintiff at tho date when certain 
transfers of property were mado in tho in- 
terest of defendant. 

Mr. Pooley and Mr. Thoo. Davio fur 
plaintiff ; Mr. Jackson and Mr. Hett for 
defendants. 

Court assembled at I) :1G o'clock. 

Henry D. Saunders a vvur n -Was in tlie 
omploymen tof Reynolds frcm theyer,rl871 
to the time when tiie building was given 
over to Batcholor; sometimes 1 was away 
u few months at a time ; Reynolds lived 
rather a quiet life ; only saw Reynolds on 
one spree ; before Batcholor gut married 
I observed a change in Reynolds, he seem- 
ed abstracted and absorbed, and short of 
memory; later on ho became careless in 
habits, having boon before exeeptionably 
cleanly and possessing enough clothes for 
four men ; in September ho stopped coin- 
ing to business; [witness described Rey- 
nolds' Btrange conduct about this timo 
when ho called on hini in company witii 
Mr. Davcy of tho naval yard to got him 
to Bign the voucher for the quarterly ac- 
count] ; he couldn't be induced to Bign 
the voucher at all, but defaced it with his 
pen ; on another occasion, when vijiting 
the house, witness saw Reynolds standing 
at tho gate with only a shirt on ; ho told 
witness the Jews were inaido waiting for 
him ; persuaded him to go inside again, 
after promising to go and protect him ; 
thought him crazy ; lie was very dirty ; 
this was a few days after ho had refused 
to sign the voucher ; never saw him again 
until these proceedings commenced ; hoard 
him, on one occasion, request Batchelor 
to pay more attention to business. 

Cross-examined by Mr Jackson.— Wit- 
ness wub clearly questioned as to how ho 
came to give evidence in this case, but 
nothing satisfactory was elicited. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hett. Have 
no idea when the present naval contract 
expired, 

The Chief Justice. - The question at 
issue is whetiior Reynolds was in a 
bhiio state of mind at the timo ho made 
the agreement with Batchelor. 

N. Mitchell, sworn — Was employed by 
Reynolds on 3rd June ; my wife and I 
wore to look after the garden and houso ; 
he continued to do his business and me 
mine ; Sunday after I came he engaged to 
drive Mr. Burns out when ho sent word 
he was too ill to go; after that he only 
went occasionally to business ; at first 
he used to play crib in the evenings, ho 
was a good player ; about that time a note 
came to the house for Reynolds which 
seemod to trouble him ; it was from 
Batchelor ; one morning Batcholor came 
and went to Reynolds' bedroom ; they had 
Borne loud talk and after Batchelor left 
two unsigned promissory notes were left 
on the mantel piece in his bedroom ; at 
another time unsigned nolo) .v/rehft in 
tho diningroom, which 1 deitroyed ; 
after Batchelor's visits Reynolds changed 
for the worse ; lie became very careless 
in his habits ami weak in his mind ; did 
not go to business at all ; in Sept. Mr 
Cohon and Mr. Eli Harrison, jr., went to 
the bedroom ; Harrison stayed a few min- 
utes in tho room, and left Cohen inside. 
Heard Batchelor afterwards say ho Would 
get tho Jews to put him (Reynolds) out 
of the house if ho didn't give him tho 
businoss. The same evening Nesbitt, 
Stolly, Cohen, Eli Harrison, jr., and 
Batchelor came to the house ; asked Nes- 
bitt and Stelly not to bother him as ho 
was vory nervous ; they wanted to take him 
into town, but I odjectod and they desist- 
ed; went into town to try and find Holmes 
or Wilson to come over and see what was 
going on, but I couldn't find them; the 
next day Reynolds went to town and came 
back in the evening with Askew; ho said 
the women were going to drive him 



through tho town stark naked; he passed 
bad nights, especially after Batchelor had 
been there; in September and October 
he talked all sorts of rubbish; was dirty, 
wouldn't dress and couldn't feed himself; 
of toast, which was cut in strips, ho 
put one ond of a strip in his mouth and 
pretondod to light it with a fork asif it was 
a cigar; he used to bite his cup and sau- 
cer; one night he put the candlesticks, 
tho spittoons, Greirons and chairs in bod 
with him; he said half-a-dozen men had 
boon chasing htm about the room to kill 
him; [Witness cescribed the scene narrat- 
ed by Mr. Douglas when ho jumped into 
the hitter's wagon]; he wouldn't go into 
the house, saying there worn spring traps 
in tho floor; that was the last time he 
showed any obstinacy; Dr. Davie recom- 
mended a change of scenery, and Aakow 
offered to take him to Choniainus; before 
this Dr. Trimble had prescribed .some me- 
dicine to compose hi.s nerves and make 
him sleep and said it would do him no 
harm; in the latter part of October or be- 
ginning of November went to Choniainus 
with him; gave him walks and exercise, 
but ho got no bo ler; one night he got 
up and dressed hiuisulf, saying that some 
men were after him; the road from tho 
steamer to Askew'* is strewn with logs, 
and there was a little slough which we 
had to cross; he never fell into the water 
from the logs. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jackson — The 
symptoms I saw were not those of delirium 
tremens; he never took a drop of liquor 
from the timo I wont to him until I loft 
him; he did not think ho saw snakes or 
rats; but there woro lots of rats, for which 
I got poison ; in tho middle of August ho 
discontinued going into town; had no pre- 
scription from Dr. Davio till Octobor; 
Reynolds was taking tho sleeping draughts 
before I went there; Reynolds onco said 
that Trimble was mad with him because 
ho had discharged Job; that was the only 
time I saw Dr. Trimble there; in Sopt. or 
October told Davie what 1 had given 
Reynolds and he told mo to clear out all 
tho bottles (there wore enough to supply 
a drug store) and to give him no more of 
that medicine: did not tell Dr. Davio be- 
foro September that I was giving sleeping 
draughts; 1 did not see any medicine 
brought there for him by Dr. Davie's 
orders; (bill of (i. Morrison, druggist, 
produced) saw none of tho bottles charged 
for in that bill mixed; [Bill of Langley & 
Co. produced.] Don't know the dates on 
which I got medicines from Langley. 

Mr. Jackson This accounts for the ill 
ness; I've no more to say to you. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hett— He used 
to smoke from a 81 to §1.50 worth of 
cigars a day; Dr. Davie told mo not to 
give him more than three cigars a day; 
but ho would not be confined to that num- 
ber; kept no diary, and can't nay when J 
first went to Langley 's for medicines; Dr. 
Trimble never told me to get any of the 
mixtures. 

Win. liatchelor. sworn 1 was in Eng- 
land when thia transaction took place; my 
mother had boon asked to come out sev- 
eral times and my brother Job wrote for 
her to come out and live with him; on the 
2nd August, 187'.), left England and ar- 
rived here on the 3rd September; rodo 
out to North Dairy with Job on the bc- 
cond or third Sunday after arriving here 
to seo my u nolo (Reynolds); went to North 
Dairy for a week af tor a quarrel Reynolds j 
had had with a man ; cooked myself; the 
food was good but roughly served ; the bed- 
room was good and clean, but Reynolds 
wouldn't undress himself nor keep himself 
clean; on the 15th of last September 
brought him to my house on Pandora 
avenue; ho hadasuit of grey cloth clothes, 
but ho wouldn't put them on; I was alio w- 
od S13 a month for keeping him; the 
allowance ran in arrears ; remember a 
conversation with Miles Thomas on a 
Sunday morning, I complained to him 
that I was short of money, that I had 
gono to a good deal of expense and that 1 
was satisfied with §13 a month as the 
business was not paying, hut 1 could not 
get it; Thomas said Job ought to pay that 
§13; your brother (moaning Job) has 
something like §100 a month to pay Rey- 
nolds; ho advised me to go to Drake it 
Jackson's and get a copy of the agreo- 
mont; ho said that ho could burst up the 
concorn; this remark led mo to suppose 
thnt ho had money in it; I stated at the 
houso to my family, in tho presence of 
Reynolds, what Thomas had 3aid; am 
still in Job Batchelor's employ; work for 
what I got; after he left the North Dairy 
farm Reynolds refusod to drink beer or 
anything; have seon him drink at North 
Dairy; at my house he had tho same bed 
that ho had at North Dairy; remember 
going to Crossen'a to got a black hat for 
Reynolds; I wanted to get him to jjO out; 
a few days afterwards a bill for the hat 
as charged against Roynolds came in to 
the store; Job said thero wero plenty of 
hats over JameB Bay belonging to Rey- 
nolds; heard my uncle complaining that 
ho could not get clothes; he asked for a 
pair of pants on Christmas and got them 
on Good Friday. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jackson - When 
my brother made arrangements for Roy- 
nolds to board with mo it was stipulated 
ho should live tho same as tho rest of the 
family. [A note written from North 
Dairy by Mr. Reynolds and addressed to 
" Dear Job," asking for a sleeping draught 
waa put in.] Relievo Job's businoss has 
not paid. 

To Mr. Hett— My household has always 
bean supplied with meat freo from the 
shop; my wages aro SG5 a month; I drive 
tho cart, deliver tho meat and help in tho 
shop. 

Alex. Holmes sworn — Was in the em- 
ploy of Mr. Reynolds as shopman from 
1608 till January 1st, 1879; remember 
Job Batchelor coming out; in Juno or 
July, 1878, negotiations were opened for 
witness and Batchelor to take tho business ; 
asked Reynolds what he wanted for tho 
business; said ho didn't know; I told him 
if he would put in §5,000 for Job 1 would 
put in §5,000 for myself, and we would 
carry on tho business; tho interview camo 
to nothing; after this Reynolds began to 
got weak in the head; he was backwards 
and forwards at the shop; thebusinosa wae- 
solvent, but required a fow thousand dol- 
lars to carry it on; had no hesitation in 
advancing the amount required, and tho i 
business got on very well; Roynolds 
soemod vory nervous and weak; remem- 
bered when he discharged Job Batchelor; 
he complained of his extravagance and 
his way of koeping tho books; on the 7th 
September Mr. Rithot, J. P., had a power 
of attorney given him to carry on tho 
business; Reynolds gradually grew worse, 
and I could get little that waa intelligent 
out of him; he said ho was compelled to 
givo Job Batchelor his promissory notes 
for fear Job would|oxposo his true name; 
remembor Stelly and Nesbitt offering to 
buy tho business on behalf of Batchelor; 
told them I would agree to sell the busi- 
ness for §10,000, cash or good paper; tho 
name day they said they would take it; 
the next morning Reynolds camo over in 
a very weak and agitated atato and said 
that Nesbitt, Stelly and others had been 
over to his houso and ho had agreed to 
disposo of tho business; told him he was 
foolish to do so without security; I saw 
Rocke Robertson the Bamo day; attended 
a meeting at Bornstion's store that after- 



noon; neither J Batchelor nor Eli Har- 
rison came there; notified Colm that 1 
hold Reynolds' power of attorney and 
that they could only treat for the trans- 
fer of the property, etc., through R'jcke 
Robertson; that afternoon Mr. Robertson 
saw Reynolds in a little house buck of 
the butcher shop; I wanted some one else 
on tho power of attorney, and Mr. Kithet 
was adtled on; saw Reynolds after- 
wards; he was entirely out of his mind; 
said he had been shot, thought ho had a 
hole in his head, that ho would be hanged, 
etc. ; never saw him from that day till 1 
saw him outsido this Court; after he was 
at Choniainus J. Batchelor showed mo a 
revocation of the power of attorney; sent 
Bowden and Wilson to Chcmainus to soo 
him, Mitcholl having reported that ho 
waa being badly troated there; they did 
not succeed in doing any good ; tho revo- 
cation of the power of attorney called for 
the surrender of Roynolds' will which 1 
held; he had brought it to me at Leaden- 
hall market; it was in un ordinary ad- 
hesive envelope, but was not sealed; I 
scratched it all over with ink, and aaid 
that if it was opened it would bo known; 
I delivered the will when I gave up tho 
key; when ho brought tho will ho said lie 
was afraid to leave it in his house. 

Cross examined by Mr. Jackson — When 
he gave tho pow.or of attorney to Rithot 
and 1, 1 thought he was capable of trans- 
acting his business; the power is dated 
Gth Soptember, 1878; Mr. Dudgeon, 
Reynolds' shopman, had him locked up 
in the house; wo were afraid of his 
being tampared with; Nesbitt and Stelly 
said they represented Batchelor. 

To Mr. Davie On the 1st January, 
1870, loft tho business in a good condi- 
tion; remember writing Askew demanding 
payment < f the account he owed Rey- 
nolds. 

To Mr. Hett Oannul exactly say tho 
amount of th» m dos Kithet and 1 gave 
while we had chat ye i if the business; it 
was not §10,000. 

To Mr. Davie -The liabilities wo in- 
curred wero for cattle and stock wo had on 
hand. 

Geo. Rudlin sworn— In 1878 command- 
ed the steamer Maude; remember Rey- 
nolds coming down some time in the 
month of November in charge of Askow; 
he waa not capable of taking care of him- 
self; Askew said that he might take a 
notion and jump overboard; he also said 
it was necessary he should come down to 
sign papers from Holmes and Batchelor; 
Reynolds told mo he was afraid to come 
to Victoria; lie was afraid the people 
would tear him tu pieces on tho wharf; 
that ho had been after many women in 
Victoria and ho was afraid their husbands 
would tear him to pieces; I told him to 
go into his room and 1 would protect him; 
lie did so, and when we reached Victoria 
ho was driven away in a carriage, 1 think, 
with Batchelor. 

S. E. li. King, sworn— 

The Chief Justice said that at the pub- 
lic schools a class should be formed to in- 
struct pupils how to upon their mouths 
and speak out like men, not to look down 
on tho ground and mumble out words 
that wero unintelligible. 

S. E. B. King, sworn In the summer 
of 1878 delivered bread for Mrs. Hodges; 
called nearly every day at Reynolds' 
house; one day Mrs. Mitchell asked mo to 
go back of the house and help her hus- 
band as he could not control Reynolds, 
whom 1 found standing on the top of tho 
gate and Mitchell holding his clothes; he 
wouldn't go into tho house, saying thore 
wcre springs in the floor and people want- 
edto murder him; I left promising to bring 
marines and soldiers from Esquinialt to 
protect him; he said ho hail tho diarrhoea 
and a hole in tho side of his throat; when 
I next saw hiia he bail been to Chemain- 
us and was in charge of O'Connor; he was 
lowspirited but not violent ; O'Connor said 
ho was dirty and would not get into the 
bath until he was threatened with tho 
hose. 

Counsel lor plaintiff hore put m and 
read copies of deeds and transfers of Rey 
nobis' property to Job Batchelor; also, 
mortgage from Batchelor to Stoitz for 
§ !;>!".). i >0, and assignment of mortgage from 
Bteitz to D. McPhaden for §5,034.50. 

Wm. Reid, sworn — Saw Roynolds in 
the commencement of 1879 when ho had 
run away from St. Joseph's Hospital; ho 
had a blanket around his shoulders and 
was trying to run; could not understand 
what ho said; soon afterwards ono of tho 
men from the hospital overtook him and 
took him back; think lie hail some clothes 
on besides the blanket ; the blanket was 
over his hoad. 

Louis Marks, sworn Remember tho 
close of the year 1878; was working for 
Reynolds; remember him going to Cho- 
niainus; saw him after ho returned to the 
house, James Bay; he had light pants on 
and a black coat, bad no hat on; he mut- 
tered to himself and he walked into the 
garden. 

Tho Chief Justice— If muttering is a 
sign of lunacy every witness I have heard 
here for tho past ton years has boon crazy. 

David Green, sworn — In the years '76, 
'70, '77 and part of 78, Job Batcholor 
was a customer of mine; he bought very 
good clothing and paid for them; he spent 
between §'250 and §300 up to the timo he 
was married; had a convocation in my 
atnre with Batchelor in tho summer of 
1378 and he told mo Reynolds' mind was 
deranged and ho was not fit to bo seel). 

To His Lordship — Batchelor's trans- 
actions were principally cash; just before 
he got married he paid me §75 for cloth 
illg; the goods were not entered as sold to 
llim, but the items were carried into the 
cash account; about two months ago Mr. 
Metcalf bought a wholo suit for Reynold", 
paying §50 for it, saying ho was going 
to mako him a present of it; Reynolds 
wears tho suit now. 

Sullivan, sworn — Nursod Reynolds at 
St. Joseph's Hospital; ho was out of his 
senses; was afraid of being killod; toro a 
hole in a blanket, stuck his head through 
it, and woro it all tho time; ho was not 
cleanly; gave him a cold shower bath by 
the doctor's orders; ho yelled and got 
away; I never tried it again; ho was not 
allowed a knife and fork; tho Sisters con- 
sidered him crazy and would not oven al- 
low a glass in tho room; ho was alwayB 
raving about people coming to murder 
him. 

The affidavit of Robert H. Wilson (do- 
ceasod) waa put in. 

Sorgt. Blooinueld, sworn— Saw Rey- 
nolds at North Dairy shortly after ho 
went thero; ho was lying in a small front 
room in a most deplorable condition and 
1 reported his state to tho then Supt. of 
Police; I went thore on other businoss; ho 
had an old straw mattroBS, very fow 
blankets and was in a very neglected con- 
dition. 

Tho affidavit of E. Metcalf stated that 
the meat aont to North Dairy Farm for 
Reynolds consisted of scraps — good ono ugh 
for dogs; KoynoldB looked as dirty as any 
Si wash; his pants wore old and too small 
for him; his bed waa a hearth rug, his pil- 
low an old coat; his shoes wore boots cut 
down and full of holes; witness gave him 
some tobacco; ho complained that Batche- 
lor would not givo him what he wanted, 
and that he (Roynolds) couldn't go to 
town because ho waB ashamed of his ap- 
pearance ; witness had Keen Btitchelor 



wearing a large gold ring that had boli'liawl 
to Reynolds. 

Counsel for the plaintiff bete announced 
the close of their case. 

Mr. Jackson said that Mr. Harrison 
I would robut Mr. McLean's evidence as to 
j Dr. Trimble being present in the room 
i when tho affidavit was signod by Rey- 
nolds. Dr. Trimbh was anxiouj the im- 
putation cast by Mr. McLean should not 
rest upon his character. 

The Foreman — Tho jury do nut think 
Dr. Trimble's character is affected. 

The Chief Justice — Not in the least. 
It is a question of memory entirely. 

N. Mitchell, recalled by the Chief Jus- 
tice — When Reynolds took the medicine 
himself a bottle only lasted a day or a day 
and a half; when 1 found out that a bot- 
tle ought to last 5 or G days I gave it him 
myself; at Chemainua I took him for 
walks about a mile long; we went through 
tho woods to tho road and strolled about; 
we had to jump over logs to get thoro. 

Mr. Hett said Mr. Bunater, M.P. , who 
was present, desired to refute a statement 
of plaintiff that he (Bunstor) wanted to 
nettle a horse swindling caso for §100. 

The Chief Justice — ilr. Buuater has a 
much more efl'ectivo method than a Court 
of Justice of refuting any injurious state- 
ment by publishing "a card" (laughter). 
There was not tho slightest imputation on 
Mr. Bunster's character. 

Mr. Hett said no doubt his friond on 
his loft (tho editor of Tht Colonist) would 
be quite prepared to do Mr. Bunstor jus- 
tice. (Laughter.) 

Court then took a recesss. 

AFTERNOON SITTING 

Case resumed at 2:45 p.m. 

Mr. Pooloy for tho plaintiff remarked 
that tho caso beforo tho jury appeared a 
very simple one when they first entered 
the box, but as the trial progressed so 
much extraneous matt or got introduced 
that it became lenghy and somewhat in- 
tricate. Tho learned counsel thon road 
the plaint upon which tho caso rested, and 
upon that plaint evidence had boon ad- 
duced so as to enable thom to arrive at a 
compotont issue. That issue is, was the 
plaintiff Reynolds sine or not when ho 
mado a transfer of his property to the 
defendant Batchelor I Was lie then com- 
petent to transact his own business ? Ho 
would before he closed entor into tho mo- 
tives which apparently induced tho de- 
fendant to act aa he had done. Tho an- 
tecedents of Reynolds in New Vork and 
San Francisco, his desertion from tho 
American Army and arrival hero in 180'J 
were then commented on. The learned 
counsel then dwelt upon tho fact of Bot- 
terell being taken into partnership and 
retiring with §10,000 or §11,000 as his 
share of the business and afterwards en 
toring the plaintiffs employ again as 
buyer. That witness characterized the 
business as an excellent ono as lato aa '70. 
In June or July, '78, Reynolds bocatno 
unwell and somewhat affected in his mind. 
Thia was the commencement of his trou- 
ble, and it increased until lie was ordered 
away to Chemainus. He had dismissed 
his nephow on 17th July previous aa that 
nephew, the defendant in the caso, had 
forfeited his confidence. He had boon in 
plaintiff's employ for three years and had 
only ereditt'tl himself with §025 wages on 
the bnoks, which was entirely inadequate 
to cover bis expensive habits. The plain- 
tiff was fully of tho opinion that his 
nephew had made an improper use of his 
position, in fact that he had robbed him. 
This seems to have had a bad effect on 
Reynolds; but tho influence of Batchelor 
was sufficient shortly afterwards to obtain 
from his vncle two promissory notes am- 
ounting to §1 800. These notes were ob- 
tained by a threat of exposure on the part 
of Batcholor of his uncle's antecedents 
which ho much dreaded. The meeting 
of Cohn, Stelly, Batchelor and others at 
the house oil J unes Bay was then de- 
scribed when an agreement was drawn up 
but never earned out, as tho §100 per 
month had not been paid. At that tunc 
tho plaint ill' was very unwell and was 
getting worse and worse. Shortly after 
thia Holmes got a power of 
attorney but would not as- 
sume the responsibilities of taking tho 
business in hand without assist- 
ance and accordingly Mr. Rithot 
was named with him. TheBe par- 
ties conducted it till 1870. Dr. Davio 
then thought that Reynolds should bo 
jent away as lie waa afraid of his no 
phew, and afraid of being murdered. He 
waB accordingly sont to Aakow's at Cho- 
mainus with his keeper Mitchell. Mitcholl 
vas soon kicked out of tho house and aont 
*way. Then commenced tho troublas. 
Aakow from being a fast friend of Roy 
nolds went over to Batcholor and tho lot- 
tor sent by Askew to the latter was the 
kuy to the difficulty. '"Como up as soon 
is you can," the letter road, and "'matters 
can bo arranged. Let me know when you 
ire coming." Dr. Triinblo writes and ad- 
vises that Reynolds should return home. 
Askow draws up a revocation of Holmes' 
power of attorney and a bill in chancery 
is filed by Holmes against Batcholor. As- 
kow 's motive for going ovor to Batchelor 
was thon commented on which tho learned 
counsel considered a very Btrong ono aa 
Roynolds had previously writtou up to 
him for a settlement of accounts between 
them. Askew camo down with Reynolds 
and they wero met by Kli Harrison, son., 
and tho plaintiff" was at once taken ovor 
to Batchelor's residence across the Bay 
with the object of getting him once more 
under tho defendant's influenco. Discrep- 
nicies in tho evidence of Dr. Trimble and 
.Mr. McLean woro then rapidly dwelt up- 
on, especially the remarkable fact that Dr. 
Trimble did not recollect being pros- 
ont when an important atti lavit was drawn 
up and signed whon McLean swore posi- 
tively that ho was and that he urged Roy- 
nolds to sign tho document. This waa the 
affidavit by means of which Batchelor was 
enabled to got hold of tho proporty. All 
thia time Reynolds was getting worse and 
worse. Hts hallucinations on tho steamer 
and the caution given that he should not 
be allowed to go below for fear of destroy- 
ing himself were referred to. Throe days 
after this ho signed tho abovenientioned 
document. Hallucinations in St. Josoph's 
Hospital, his trying to escape, tearing up 
blankets, upsetting the stove, Ac, 
were sketched. Then his removal back 
to Jamea Bay, where his unruly conduct 
brought about a Borious domestic affliction 
in the defendant's family. His career at 
North Dairy farm waa next commented 
on and the evidence of Sergeant Bloom- 
field, Metcalf and others referred to. Af- 
ter this his removal to Wm. Batchelor's was 
spukeu of and the noticeable fact tiiat 
there with a good bed, a bettor furnished 
room and kind attendance he got rapidly 
better, till on getting under tho sym- 
pathetic and attontivo care of 
Mrs. Byrant, of South Saanich, a 
complete cure was effected. Tho at- 
tention of tho jury was again called to dis- 
crepancies in tho evidence and ho review- 
ed the testimony of Dr. Matthews and 
Messrs. Jones, W. B. Nicholls, M,itch,all, 
E. Harrison, jr., and ot liars. The latter 
witness, tho leagued cowuaeJ remarked, 
npngara \o have put tho matter so strongly 
baforo Mr. Rithot as to induce that gen- 
tlemau to file an, affidavit in Batchelor's 
ftiyor. M,r. E. ^rriao.uj son., did not 



appear to have taken an active part in the 
proceedings til! after Batchelor's engage- 
1 nient to hi.s daughter; then ho became a 
I prominent figure in them. Tho way Rey- 
| nolds was made to act induced Holmes "to 
say " take care he, Reynolds, is a dan- 
gerous man, and will sell you as lie has 
sold me." Under the circumstances no 
one would wonder at such an exclama- 
tion. In referring to Mr. Drake's evi- 
dence the learned counsel remarked that 
he, although a clever lawyer, was only 
human and liable to fall into error. He 
would not presume to say that Mr. Drako 
was to blame in any way; but his evidence 
showed that Reynolds and Batchelor were 
acting together and il was to say tho least 
of it a singular thing that Mr. Drake 
should be the adviser of both parlios. The 
circumstance of Roynolds taking such an 
extraordinary quantity of Dr. Trimble's 
medicine while under Dr. Davie's care 
was noxt referred to. Mr. McPhaden'a 
position in tho case was then touched upon 
and tho remark was made that there was 
nothing whatever against him in these 
proceedings, and if ho suffered in conae- 
quenco ho would suffer aa an innocent 
man. The will drawn up by Mr. T. Davie 
was mentioned wherein Reynolds left 
£1000 each to three of his sisters and 
£1000 to n man residing in Manchester. 
Batchelor's anxiety to get hold of this 
will was accounted for by tho fact that he 
thought Holmes waa gotting tho bulk of 
the proporty. 

Mr. h. Harrison, sr., hero attempted to 
mako a statement from tho body of the 
Court-room, but was immediately stop- 
ped. 

Tho condition of the business whenBatch- 
elorgot possession of it was entered into 
at some length to bIiow that thoro was a 
groat deal more proparty than tho defence 
admittod and all that Reynolds had re- 
ceived out of it was §0 only. Evidence of 
Thomas, tho two Kings, Green, Saunders, 
Holmes and others was reviewed. Au- 
thorities woro then quoted as evidonco of 
incipient insanity; and the remark wa3 
mado that as tho learned Chief Juatico 
would state tho law to the jury ho would 
not occupy their timo on those points. 
After going fully into the value of the 
property, the good will of the business, 
etc. , and the estimate put upon it by tho 
defence the learned counsel concluded an 
admirable addross by stating that tho 
whole caso was such a conspiracy to got 
hold of property as had never como to 
light in t his Province and such a ono as ho 
hoped would never happen again. Ho 
would now leavo the mattor in tho hands 
of tho jury to deal with on ita morita 
and in accordance with tho evidence which 
had been brought forward. 

Mr. Jackson, for the dofenco, ontorod 
fully into tho state of the business when 
takon over by his cliont to show that it 
was not in such a prosperous condition as 
had boon represented. His learned friond 
had attemptod to mako a great deal out 
of tho payment of only §t! to Reynolds; 
but Batcholor whether ho had a right or 
not had paid out at sundry times more 
than §2000. Other expenses had boon 
settled whether rightly or wrongly. Bo- 
sidos tho man had had a living all along. 
Reference was made to tho issue beforo 
tho jury as to whether the plaintiff waa in 
a stato of mind compotont to transfor 
propertyandhoquotedauthorities to provo 
that deeds executed by lunatics in thoir 
lucid intervals aro valid. It could not bo 
said that tho plaintiff in this case was a 
lunatic. He might havo had some symptoms, 
blithe was not atany timo incapable of trans- 
acting business and fully understood what 
ho was doing. A caso, Swinton vs. Swin- 
toli was cited to show that a will hold good 
that was signod three days after a fit of 
insanity on the part of the testator and in 
five days afterwards tho party was crazy 
again. Another caso referred to was one 
in which an uncle ot Banks the painter, 
well known to several of the jury, waa 
one (if the parties concornod. Ho was a 
lunatic a tew days betoro tho date of tho 
will and became insane again almost diroct- 
ly after it was executed. Tho judge in that 
caso decided that oxcontrioitiea, bIowiiose 
of intellect, hallucinations, ifcc. , did not 
constitute insanity. It would be for tho 
jury to say whether Reynolds was capable 
of understanding the businoss prosonted 
to him or not. Tho learned counsel would 
not take up their timo by going much in- 
to tho evidonco, but would refer to that 
of Mr. Douglas as showing that Reynolds 
was not right in his mind when he took 
him home. But that might havo been 
delirium tremens. Bottoroll said that he 
talked rationally in Rickman's it re in 
August, and also in September, whon ho 
executed tho power of attorney in favor 
of Holmes and Rithet. Other ovidonco 
was briofly commentod on. Ou tho 17th 
October plaintiff was quito rational whon 
Mr. Harrison servod him with a writ. 
Other witnesses proved that ho 
was always in his right mind when 
they visited him. Dr. Matthews aaid that 
ho talked rationally. Several others said 
ho was perfectly sane on Christmas Day. 
In January, 1879, terms of Bale were dia- 
eussed and filial arrangemonts wero mado 
for the transfor of tho proporty, and then 
ho was quite rational. Nothing whatovor 
had boon brought forward by tho other 
sido to contradict that evidonco. The 
plaintiff remombers ovory article of wear- 
ing apparel, jewelry, etc., when ho wont 
to St. Joseph's Hospital, but did not re- 
membor or had totally forgotten all that 
had been dune pertaining to business. 
Tho plaintiffs desertion from the Ameri- 
can army and his disregard for his oath on 
that occasion wero next, commented on. 
After which the learned counsel remarked 
that in July a perfect understanding ex- 
isted between plaintiff and defendant; but 
the former had forgotten all about tho 
letters that had passed between thorn. Ho 
was then attending to business at tho 
butcher's shop, cheques woro drawn and 
signod and bills wero rotirod amounting 
to §2150 on the 13th August, which prov- 
ed that ho was then attending to businoss 
in an ordinary way. Could it be believed 
that that business and everything that fi 1 
lowed had boen totally forgotten ? The 
hallucination that ho had been drugged 
by Dr. Davio was very natural under tho 
circumstances, whon Mitcholl was giving 
him tho medicine prescribed by another 
medical man in such extraordinary quan- 
tities that a bottle which should have 
lasted more than a weok was replenished 
every two days. Referring to tho valua- 
tions of tho property when tho transfer 
was made the learned counsel contended 
that it had depreciated a great deal from 
that timo to March. After referring to 
the sums of money paid and the amount 
of liabilities assumed the learned counsel 
concluded with leaving the caso entirely 
in tho hands of tho jury, being, however, 
fully of the opinion that their verdict 
would be in favor of his client. 

Mr. Hott for tho defendant MoPhadon 
had a fow romarks to make in his behalf. 
His cliont had had nothing whatever to 
do with tl\o present unhr.ppy differences. 
He reminded tho jury that if thoir ver- 
dict should be given fo-r the plaintiff a 
big chancery suit will follow which would 
entirely ruin the business and sacrifice all 
tl\c property. 

Tho Chief Justice — That is not a ques- 
tion for tho jury to consider at all. 

Mr. Hett— If a chtin.cory suit results from 



the decision of tho jury it. will be twelve 
months befoie it can bo settled end will 
bo of no advantage to anyone but trn law- 
yers. 

The Chief Justice — That should not in- 
fluence the decision in tho least. 

Mr. Hett would not have said anything 
about this phase of tho matter only that 
tho interests of his client wore so deeply 
involvod. Mr.McPhadon would in case of 
a verdict against him suffer very much, as 
tho business had already fallen off a groat 
deal in consequence of theso proceedings 
during the last few days. Authorities wero 
citod to show that hallucinations often 
existed in the minds of persona not in- 
sane and many instances wero adduced. 

Tho Chiof Justice romarkod that these 
instances were amusing, but they had 
nothing to do with the quoation before 
tho jury. 

Mr. Hott contended that there was no 
evidence to allow that Roynolds was in- 
Bano. On tho contrary, the evidence as 
to his sanity was as clear and aa distinct 
as anything could bo. Tho learned coun- 
sel thon briefly reviewed the evidence of 
several of the witnesses, and afterwards 
remarked that it was strange that theso 
proceedings were not commenced till just 
heforo the late assizes, and he believed 
that thoy never would have been institut- 
ed at all only that Mr. Nesbitt, a very 
important witness, is doad. Had he 
boon living tho caso would nover havo 
boen brought into court. Sevoral other 
authorities were citod in support of the 
contention that although a man might 
generally bo insane yet in his lucid inter- 
vals ho might bo able to transact busi- 
ness, and deeds executed at such times 
would hold good in law. Tho plaintiff 
Roynolds had been addicted to drink and 
had sufferod from tho effects of delirium 
tremens, yet those fits of temporary insan- 
ity from October to January did tiot in - 
capaciate him from attending to business. 
After making a fow more remarks tho 
learned counsel concluded by leaving tho 
caso in tho hands of tho jury for decision. 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 

His Lordship said that the iaaue for the 
jury to enquire into was, vvhothor when 
tho plaintiff conveyed his property to J. 
Batchelor ho was mentally compotent to 
do so. A great many outsido issues had 
been raised and sordid motives had boon 
attributed to many gentlemen which woro 
certainly beyond the issue. All tho im 
putations against the professional men 
were, ho must say, unfounded. Thero 
was nothing to show that any of tho 
agents in this business had actod from sor- 
did or Bolfish motives. It was cloar 
from tho fact of tho presonco of men liko 
Stolly and others at the interview when 
the final arrangements were mado that 
they had no selfish object; it is cloar that 
they thought he was not sane because they 
consulted Dr. Triinblo. If they consid- 
ered him sane why did they consult him, 
and why did he play him a game of erib- 
bage to test his insanity I No one can 
believo that if ho was indeed sane at that 
time seven of his friends would havo 
boen called in to test his sanity or pro- 
toct his interests. The mere opinion of 
an unprofessional mind as to the sanity or 
insanity of a man went for nothing; but 
tho professional evidence of Dr. Trimble 
was important and conclusive. Ho men- 
tioned sevoral points which clearly showed 
that tho man was insane, and yet tho 
doctor said he was not insane because ho 
know him and because ho played a gamo 
of cribbago. It could not be denied that 
on the day upon which ho returned from 
Choniainus ho was insane. HiB conduct 
on tho boat shows that conclusively, 
whilo othor people at other times on tho 
samo day said he appeared perfectly Bano. 
Mr. Drake's evidence WaB Yery direct and 
satisfactory, and Aakow's letter threw a 
flood of light on tho matter. Mr. Rob- 
ertson had refused to act; and the judge 
acquitted Askew, Nesbitt and Stolly of 
sordid motives, but their conduct showed 
that they thought him insane. Mr. 
Drako could not be blamed for taking in- 
structions from theso respectable men. 
Ho saw Roynolds two or three times, and 
he did nothing foolish; besidoa Mr. 
Drake waa assured by Dr. Trimble that ho 
was sano. A man must bo assumed to bo 
sane until ho is provod to bo insane, and 
either Btato of mind must be deemed con- 
tinuous until it is provod otherwise. Tho 
sort of incompetency with which this man 
was afflicted is generally gradual, like 
softening of tho brain. Some kinds of 
insanity como suddenly like a sun stroke. 
Delusions of the most extraordinary des- 
cription sciiod upon tho man, and if ho 
uttorod tho foolish things ascribed to him 
thoy are evidence of insanity, The let- 
ter of the 17th July, 1878, shows ficklo- 
ness of mind; plaintiff seems to have 
made up his mind to discharge Batcholor 
beforo tho marriage. Ho ought to havo 
told him of his intention beforo marriage; 
and hiH failure to do bo shows not insanity 
but indecision. While attended by Dr. 
Davie tho plaintiffdecoived him by means 
of a very old prescription of Dr. Trimble, 
which ho misused to got as largo quan- 
tities of Bleoping draughts as lie wished. 
Dr. Trimblo and Dr. Davio agreed that 
narcotics would drive him mad and un- 
known to oither physician ho got all the 
narcotics ho wantod. Mitchell only fol- 
lowed medical instructions in giving him 
walkB and baths, and did not ill use him. 
His Lordship said tho jurors had been as 
much worried as any one else by the dis- 
cursive character of tho evidence. They 
had only to decide aa to tho state of the 
plaintiffs mind on the day tho deods woro 
signed. If they wished any further dir- 
ections he would be glad to givo it. The 
condition of Roynolds at North Dairy 
farm had been stated to havo been wretch- 
ed by ono witness, and by another wit- 
ness it was said that all things conducive 
to his comfort were there and that he 
would not use them. This, ho was bound 
to tell tho jurors, was another evidence of 
insanity. 

In answer to tho foroman, the Chiof 
Justice said tho jury woro to find that 
the plaintiff was sane or insano when the 
deeds were signed. Ho might have had 
lucid intervals and in one of those inter- 
vals might havo signed the doods. 

Tho jury thon retired. 

At a quarter to six o'clock tho jury 
came out with a verdict that at sundry 
times tho plaintiff was generally incapablo 
of transacting businoss. 

Tho Chief Justice said that verdict 
could not bo received. 

Tho foreman said it was a compromise 
verdict— one of tho jurors having wished 
tho insertion of tho qualifying words. 

Tho Chiof Justice adjourned tho Court 
till 8 o'clock, and the jury retired to their 
room. 

At 8:10 o'clock, p. m., tho jury again 
ontorod the court and tho foreman pre- 
sented tho following as their vordict: 

Tho jury find that from some day prior 
to tho 5th of Sept., 1878, till someday 
and subsequent to the 23d of April, 1S79, 
tho plaintiff, F. Reynolds, was generally 
of unsound mind; and it has not bsien 
proved that he was in a fit state to Hymage 
his own affairs on tho several days during 
tho above period on which important 
business was transacted with the defend- 
ant Job Batchelor.. 

Tho Chief Juatico— Is thus. a. majority 
yerdiqt,? 



The Foreman — No, my lord, it is the 
unanimous verdict. 

The Chief Justice— Very well, gentlo- 
men, I ihall record it as a vordict for 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Hett — I would ask your lordship 
to reserve tho question of costs as far as 
Mr. McPhadon is concerned, 

Tho Chief Justice — -Everything h re- 
served. Nothing is settled oxcopt the 
question of sanity. 

Mr. Pooley askod for an order to have 
Reynold's jewelry delivered up to him. 

Tho Chief Justice said ho would make 
no order at present. 

Mr. Davio asked that Mr. McPhaden 
should not bo continued as receiver, or at 
all ovents, that Reynolds should have 
equal power in tho business. 

Tho Chief Justice said that no question 
of right had been decided and in the in- 
terest of Mr. Roynolds he wished to in- 
convenience tho business as littio as pos- 
sible. In any case, all the parties would 
lose heavily. 

Mr. Davie contended that Roynolds 
should be admitted to the same control 
as Mr. McPhaden. The doors wore now 
closed against him, and McPhaden is 
actually a partnor in Roynolds' pro- 
perty. 

Tho Chief Juatico decided that ho would 
mako no order at present. Thore was no 
suspicion against McPhaden and ho would 
continue him as roceiver until Monday 
next or until another order had been 
made. 

Tho Court then adjournod and thia 
most extraordinary caso came to an ond.
